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Tli e ways are now being greas 
ed for the launching of the move- 
ment for the readjustment of 
postal rates in the next session 
of Congress. This problem was 
(0 have been taken up In the last (• 
session but had to be deferred on 
account of the consideration re- 
quired by railway mail pay. 
Since this has been disposed of 
the committees are prepared to 
take up the matter of placingthe 
various postal rates on a more 
equitable basis. 

A zone system of rates for sec- 
ond class matter is being promi- 
nently urged to t|k« the place of 
the present flat rate which was 
adopted nearly forty years ago. 
The present rate has for some 
time been regarded as a discrim- 
ination against the newspapers in 
favor of the great national mag- 
azines. Like the parcel post the 
proposed zone rates would be 
based on the length of the haul. 

The postal committees have 
beeu besieged by petitions bear- 
ing millions of names and sever 
al hunered thousand letters from 
individuals urging a readjust, 
menf of poet*] rates with a view 
of Biakiii;; possible one-cent let- 
ter postage. A survey of the sit- 
uation indicates that sufficient 
changes will be made in the va- 
rious rates to permit the grant- 
iug of a 1-cent rate on> locals de- 
livery letters iu .the next session 
of Congress.

Officials of Roads Prepared to Advocate 
Federal Incorporation, Supervision of 
Securities and Extension of Authority 
of Intcrstito ComiTiBrci Commission*

Washington. Nov. 20.-Ten members 
of Congress, five Senators and Ave 
members of the House of Uepresenta- 
tives, began here todnO an Inqnlry Into 
the subject of public control and su- 
pervision of railroads Hint mny load to 
the revolutionizing of the whole scheme 
of governmental regulation of the conn 
tr>'n transportation Hues. Inclietitally 
the committee Is to look Into the ques- 
tion of government ownership of rail- 
ways, telephone and telegraph lines 
and express companies. 

The members of the committee 
which w ill conduct this Important In- 
vestigation are Senator Newlande of 
Nevnda. chairman; Renntors Itobmson 
of Arkansas, t'nderwoo.l of Alabama, 
f'cmmlim of [own and Rrnndegee of 
Connecticut, nnd Itepresentatives Ad- 
amson of Georgia, Rims of Tennessee, 
Cullop of Indiana, Kseh of Wisconsin 
anl Hamilton of Michigan. The in- 
quiry wus recommended by President 
Wilson In bis message to Congress in 
December of Inst year. He described 
ns Its purpose to determine what could 
he done "for lettering the conditions 
under which the rnilroads ore operated 
nnd for making them more useful serv- 
ants of the country ns a whole." 
Prominent Men as Witnesses. 

In order to obtain the views. of all 
interests affected by the operations of 
the transportation Hues the committee 
has Invited prominent shippers, bank- 
ers, rvpresei.lntlvea of commercial or- 
ajnntftatlniM, railway execotives, econo- 
my s and others to appear before them. 

The ttfat t-o he heard are railroad 
i ommlssloners of various states who 
began their- evidence today. Their 
testimony Is ill re ted chiefly to oppos- 
ing any enlargement of the federal 
authority over commerce that would 
detract from the powers now exercised 
by state bodies. They will be followed 
shortly by officials of railway labor 
o^anlzations who are expected to reg- 
ister their opposition to the increase 
of governmental authority over wages 
and ''ondltlotis of Inlior. 

Chief Interest In the hearings cen- 
ters In the proposals that will he put 
forward by representatives of the rail- 
roads, for It Is re|>orted that 'hey will 
advocate an extension of federal au- 
thorlfx over rates and securities to the 
practical exclusion of state control of 
these matters. It is under*! -<«1 also that 
they wtn go on record *ti favor of fed- 
eral racarporatioa of ail railroad lines. 

tegialative Program of Railroads. 

From an authoritative source Is ob- 
tained the following outline of the leg- 
islative program which the railroads 
will ask the committee to consider In 
its investigation: They will endeavor 
to demonstrate to the commission that 
one of the principal defects ,,i the pres- 
ent system of railroad regulation la 
the lack of coordination rc tilting from 
the simultaneous and conflicting regu- 
lation by the federal government and 
by the 48 states. They will, therefore, 
ask that eutlra. governmental control 
of the rates and practices of Interstate 
carriers, except purely local -natters, 
he placed In the hands of u federal 
body ao that interstate tralBe mny be 
regulated without reference to state" 
lines, leaving to the state coinuiisslona 
Jurisdiction only over local mailers and 
local public utilities As a part of this 
plan, a compulsory system of federal 
Incorporation la to be recommended, 
accompanied by federal supervision of 
railroad stock and bond Issues 

A. reorganisation of the luteretate 
Commerce Commission will be asked. 
In order to enable the commission prop- 
erly to exercise Its Increased powers. 
It la also proposed that the preparation 
and prosecution of cased against the 
railroads shall be delegated to some 
other agency of the government, possi- 
bly the Department of Justice, so that 
the commission may devote Its ener- 
gies to Its administrative functions. 

With the commission thus relieved 
of some of Its present duties and equip- 
ped to handle Its business in >re prompt 
ly. the railroads will urg that the pe- 
riod during which the commission may 
now suspend proposed Increase* In 
rates be reduced from t< ,. uioulba to 
00 day*, with provlaloo for reparation 
to be paid to the »hl|> '" if (he ad 
vanca ehuii ha 4aaNi •• «bl» 

They will also ask thut ute commla- 
•iou be glvea the power to prescribe
